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1 . B Y COINCIDENCE, WE HAD DISCUSSED YESTERDAY THE NAIROBI 
GENERAL CONEERENCE AND ISRAEL’S VIEWS OF ITS RESULTS WITH NATHAN 
BAR-YAACOV, DIRECTOR OE THE INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS DIVISION 
OE THE MFA. HE WAS THE CHILE ISRAELI REPRESENTATIVE AT THE 
GENERAL CONEERENCE, AS THE DEPARTMENT IS AWARE, AND HIS VIEWS 
MAY WELL REFLECT HIS PERSONAL REACTION TO RECENTLY HAVING DEALT 
AT EIRST HAND WITH THE SUBJECTS DISCUSSED IN REFTELS. 

2. BAR-YAACOV SAID THAT IN HIS VIEW A DEAL HAD OBVIOUSLY BEEN 
MADE BETWEEN THE ARABS AND THE AERICANS PRIOR TO THE GENERAL 
CONEERENCE. THE TERMS OE THIS DEAL WERE THAT THE ARABS WOULD 
ACCEPT ISRAELI PARTICIPATION IN THE EUROPEAN REGIONAL GROUP AND 
WOULD NOT INSIST ON ZIONISM/RACISM RESOLUTIONS. IN RETURN THE 
ARABS WOULD RECEIVE SUPPORT FOR CONDEMNATORY RESOLUTIONS 
ON CULTURE AND EDUCATION IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES AND 

ON JERUSALEM. AS EVIDENCE THAT SUCH A DEAL HAD BEEN MADE, 
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MAR-YAACOV CITED AMBASSADOR BOSSIER-PALUN'S INABILITY TO 
DEVIATE FROM THE WRODING OE THE TWO RESOLUTIONS DURING 
COMMITTEE AND PLENARY DISCUSSIONS. (BAR-YAACOV CHARACTERIZED 
BOSSIER-PALUN AS THE MOST IMPORTANT REPRESENTATIVE IN THE 
AERICAN AND THIRD WORLD BLOC AT THE GENERAL CONEERENCE). HE 
EELT THAT DIRECTOR-GENERAL M'BOW HAD BEEN A PARTY TO THIS 
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DEAL AND THAT ONE OE THE PRIMARY REASONS SUCH A DEAL HAD BEEN 
MADE WAS TO ENHANCE HIS (M'BOW'S) PRESTIGE BY EACILITATING THE 
SMOOTH OPERATIONS OE THE GENERAL CONEERENCE. 

3. BAR-YAACOV SAID THE GOI HAD NOT YET MADE A DECISION REGARDING 
A VISIT TO THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES BY THE DIRECTOR GENERAL'S 
REPRESENTATIVES. THAT DECISION WILL BE MADE AFTER THE RECEIPT 

OP ANY PUTURE COMMUNICATIONS PROM M'BOW. THE GOI VIEW REMAINS 
THAT IT HAD MADE A GUNUINE EPPORT TO BE AS FORTHCOMING AS 
POSSIBLE LAST SEPTEMBER AND, FOLLOWING THE ADOPTION OP THE 
CONDEMNATORY RESOLUTIONS AT THE GC, FEELS DISINCLINED TO TAKE 
ANY INITIATIVE. BAR-YAACOV RECALLED THAT THE DIRECTOR GENERAL 
HAD DONE NOTHING REGARDING THE TERRITORIES AFTER THE 1974 GC 
UNTIL AUGUST 1976, AND THEN HAD EXPECTED ISRAEL TO RESPOND 
IMMEDIATELY. HE NOTED THAT A NUMBER OP EUROPEAN DELEGATES AT 
NAIROBI HAD EXPRESSED THE OPINION THAT THE ISRAELIS SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN MORE PORTHCOMING IN THEIR RESPONSE TO M'BOW, BUT 
HE REVIEWED THE REASONS WHY ISRAEL HAD BEEN UNABLE TO MEET 
M'BOW'S REQUEST FOR A VISIT BY HIS REPRESENTATIVES IN 
OCTOBER (RAMADAN, JEWISH HIGH HOLY DAYS, RESUMPTION OP THE 
SCHOOL YEAR IN THE TERRITORIES, THE POSSIBILITY OF 
DEMONSTRATIONS) AND SAID THAT THESE WERE NOT RATIONALIZATIONS 
BUT WERE REAL PROBLEMS POR ISRAEL. 

4. BAR-YAACOV NOTED THAT THE JERUSALEM EXCAVATIONS WERE 
COMING TO AN END BUT SAID THIS WAS AN ACADEMIC AND NOT A 
GOVERNMENT DECISION. HE GAVE NO INDICATION THAT THE GOI 
WAS CONTEMPLATING ANY INITIATIVE BASED ON THE CESSATION OF 
EXCAVATIONS. 
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
